President McKinley will immediately 


reinforce General Otis in tbe Philli- 
pines, if Otis tbinka the situation de- 
mands it. 


Mme. Dreyfus is at Betmea, Firanoe, 


awaiting the arrival of her husband. 
Although Dreyfus is said to have ar- 
rived, the report ie not credited. No 
manifestations of hatred were made by 
the changeable populace on the ar- 
rival of Mme. Dreyfus. 


The Insular Commission, referring 


to Porto Kican Catholic priests, re- 
quests in its report to the Catholic 
obnrch that they be allowed to take 
wives. 


Some time ago it was said at Wash- 


ington that too many facts were given 
oat about tbe war in the Philippines. 
The news received by the country per- 
haps was not so assuring as the author- 
ities at the nation's capital desired. 
It may be presumed from the few 
details received that a more rigid criti- 
cism of news has been ordered. It 
may be good policy to keep from the 
country the true state of the war at 
the Philippines, but the wudom of 
snob a policy, when exercised to keep 
the peopie in ignorance about their 
own business in a free country, may 
not lead to approved results. I'9te ad- 
viues from Manila do not giva the en- 
couragement in tbe prosecution of the 
•war that waa expected by the country. 
The administration may have been in 
some particulars impeded by factions 
opposition to tha work, but the chief 
embarra-ement to tbe Hctiva prosecu- 
tion of the war .was a desire by the 
President to dope it with us few men 
and with as little exjj-iiBe to tbe couu 
try as possible, which is commaudabip, 
provided the circumstances and facts 
of the war wouH justify that mode of 
carrying it forward, Tbe American 
soldier has proven to the world that 
his fighting qualities lira equal to any 
demand upon tbaoi, but it should have 
been understood at the l>e«iuniiiK tbut 
QL could be present at one pluoe and 
no more, auJ in active war it ooulc 
have bt'eu speedily ascertained whether 
the one place requiring bis presence 
was ut the front, and if bis place was 
in the fighting line^, there could no' 
hive beerj any rjitticulty in ascertain 
ing that more men were required to do 
the work which WHS ueoessary to hole 
the country that the fighting lines re 
covered.

The commission proved a fail 
ure for the sufficient reason that th 
Filipinos were not defeated in tbe war 
their resistance had not been o^-er 
come; their war power was intact; activi 
and determined when the commission 
arrived at Manila, and it continued ti 
be active and determined when peaci 
negotiations were discussed 
by tbj 


representatives of Aguiualdo and the 
commissioners at Manila, 


The commission will return without 


laurels of peace or war, but with an 
abiding conviction that Aguinaldo and 
the Pliilipincs will have to ba whipped 
before peace will reign in the islands, 
and about the correctness of that con- 
clusion thor- can be uo question by in 
telligent people, or question by the 
President. Toe way of the adminis- 
tration is marked and clear, and the 
duty of the President is to take an 
aggressive position on the war and act 
immediately, and if there is a stum- 
bling block in tbe way that cannot be 
removed by him, it will then become 
his duty to convene C.mgress in ses- 
sion ut the earliest time consistent 
with notice to clear the way and pro- 
vide means necessary for active war, 
and tba country will say "Amen." 
There will be a few people who will 
carp 
ut 
the administration about 


"government without the consent cf 
the governed," but that should not 
hinder action for a moment, as thers is 
no question of that nature in the war. 
The United States made a purchase 
from France of Louisiana territory. 
When that purchase was made, find the 
Duited States received title, bad tbe 
people of that country gone into re- 
bellion against the government, would 
it have discussed "government without 
the consent of tbe governed." The re- 
tly, if any, made would have b--en, 
"lay down your arms or you will be 
made to do so. Tho government will 
not discuss nice questions of govern- 
ment witb rebels wbo are in arms 
against its authority." The conditions 
are parallel, and the government, by 
its commissioners, refused to discuss 
like questions with the Philipinos.

At He U 
the Trockee

The Italian farmer of the Trnokee 


Vr.lley has traits in his disposition 
which remind one of "the ways that are 
dark and the tricks that are vain for 
which the heathen Chinee is peon- 
liar." Chief among these is hisjlove 
for water. This statement will beldis- 
oredited at once, because no one who 
has seen an Italian farmer returning 
home from his weekly visit to Eeno 
wilt ever believe he has any ase for 
water. Apparently he fears that if 
need externally it might disintegrate 
his cuticle and raiment, and that if 
taken internally it would counteract 
the effect produced by his numerous 
potations of "dago red," or perhaps 
he has an abiding fear that Reno 
water is infested by bacteria. This, if 
true, would prove beyond doubt that 
he is eccentric and peculiar, tor who 
ever heard of the Reno Water Com- 
pany supplying their easterners with 
an: thing but doable 
reSoed aqua 


puia? 


With this in miucl the reader will at 


once assert that the Italian farmer 
is not addicted to using water. He is, 
nevertheless, not for personal use, but 
for irrigation purposes; and the means 
he takes to procure it are certainly 
unique, if not something more. 


At one time the writer was employed 


on a Truokee Valley farm where he 
had a splendid vantage ground from 
which to observe the subtle art of 
water stealing, as it is pursued by the 
sons of sunn; Italy. The owner of the 
farm was superintendent of a large 
ditch which ekirta the valley supplying 
many farms with water from 
the 


Trnckee river. Farmers living at the 
lower end of tho ditch would occasion- 
ally oomplain that they were not get- 
ting ths water they paid for and at 
these times the superintendent would 
send a squad of men out to ascertain 
the place or places where the ditch 
was leaking. 


Sometimes the leaks would be found 


in a damaged flume, at other times 
under innocent 
looking boxes by 


which drainage water ;waa conveyed 
across the ditch, but investigation in- 
variably showed this leaking water was 
irrigating tho ranch of eome Italian, 
who, when questioned about it, like 
the Chinamen, could "no sabee," al- 
though he could "dabee" fast enough 
when the water rent collector visited 
him. Most of these Italians buy a 
few inches of water, which is sold at a \ 
regular price per 
inch per month, 


an inch being the amount of water 
which escapes through an aperture 
an inch square ander four inch pres- 
sure. 
Very few of 
them buy half 


enough to irrigate their farms. By 
buying a little the Italian is enabled 
to steal more than euough to supply his 
need. He doss this by j-immiug the 
outlet box with a orowb.ir, or by exca- 
vating beneath it, Hllowiagtlie water to 
flow out from under toe box as wall as 
through it. So the wily Italian buys 
20 inches of water for his 300 acre farm 
and irrigates it beautifully. Threats 
and maledictions avail nothing and no 
guarding, however strict, can prevent 
theea thefts. A psychologist would 
perhaps say the Itiliaa farmer has a 
mild form of kleptomania which be- 
comes violent only where water for 
irregation purposes is in question.
